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Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment received 6/6/05 has been entered in full. Currently claims 1 ,3- 
5,7,9-11 have been canceled and claims 2,6,8,12-16 are pending. The drawings filed 
6/6/05 have been accepted. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 9-14, filed 6/6/05, with respect to the claim 
objections and rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
objections and rejections of the pending claims have been withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 2,6,8,12-16 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1 , none of the prior art discloses a method for registering fingerprint information 
comprising registering a first number of center points Pi which, with their respective 
immediate surrounding areas A"i are unique in their respective part surfaces A'i and 
registering the respective immediate surrounding areas A"i of the registered center 
points and registering the respective part surfaces A'i of the registered points. As stated 
by the Applicant, Driscoll et al. only discloses storing a unique area as a template but 
makes no reference to storing the center point, immediate surrounding area, and 
another area around the surrounding area. Examiner also points out a related prior art 
Bergenek et al. USPN 6,241,288 in which a reference point and its surrounding area is 
stored, however Bergenek makes no mention to storing separate sections A'i and A"i 
located inside A'i . Thus claim 1 3 is allowable over the prior art. Claims 1 4-1 5 are similar 
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to claim 13 thus are allowable for the same reasons. Claims 2,6,8 are dependent on 
allowable claims and thus are allowable for the same reasons given for their parent 
claims. 

Regarding claim 16, none of the prior art discloses in combination with the other 
limitations of the claim an arrangement for verifying fingerprint on the basis of previously 
registered information comprising means for displacing information about the part 
surfaces a'2 for comparison with the part surfaces AS through a predetermined number 
of angular positions, said means for comparing carrying out a comparison in each of 
said angular positions, and said means for selecting and approving a number of points, 
approving said number of points P2 of part surfaces A' 2 if said points satisfy said criteria 
in one and the same angular positions. As stated by the Applicant, Driscoll discloses 
rotating all reference sections collective centered on one section known as the primary 
reference section.
